“Such laws would merely result in 
suppressing the only remedy for the 
evil—pyblication of the truth even of 
the press.” 


Duty of Press to Community. 


‘The court also dwelt upon the good 
and bad qualities of the press as a 
whole, its duties to the community 
and the nation, the good faith with 
which it performs those duties, and 
the consequences that befall from dis- 
regard or violation of those duties. 

“Fortunately,” he said, “while the 
good the press is capable of rendering, 
if unafraid, is without limit, the harm 
it can do has its own limitations. 

“The press is dependent for its suc- 
cess, for its very existence, almost, 
upon public confidence. It must cater 
to public sentiment even as it Mbors 
to Build it up. It cannot indulge long 
in falsehoods without suffering the 
loss of that confidence from which 
alone comes its power, its prestige, 
and its reward. 

“On the other hand, the harm which 
would certainly result to the commu- 
nity from an officialdom unrestrained 
by fear of publicity is incalculable.”

And concludes, “by means of the

Three points are relied upon by the 
defendant as grounds for sustaining 
its demurrers:

The first point raises broadly the 
question whether under the state of 
our law defamation of a municipality 
is actionable. 


NO PRECEDENT IN U. S. 


This question, so far as can be ascer- 
tained from the reported cases, has 
never been presented to any court of 
the United States and only once in 
England, 

Manchester vs. Williams, 1 Q. B. [1891], 
94. 
in which Case the decision was against 
the plaintiff on the ground that the ar- 
ticle complained of, if libelous, was a 
libel against the officials and not 
against the municipality; and, although 
the court .in its opinion states that a 
corporation, evidently meaning a mu- 
nicipal corporation, may sue for libel, 
it is of no value as a guide in the case 
before me, because the reasons upon 
which that statement is based are not 
given. 

It is not the precedent of a foreign 
tribunal but the reason for the prece- 
dent alone that we look to. Moreover, 
cities in England are not the same as 
ours. English municipalities are more 
in the nature of private corporations 
than governmental agencies.

To a law-abiding people, the form 
of. legal restraint does not matter. If 
one must answer to the law for an 
act, he is not at liberty to engage in 
it. If he is subject to penalties, it is 
as much a prohibition as if he is re- 
quired to obtain a license. Cooley, on 
page 520, says: 

“The liberty of the press might be 
rendered a mockery and a delusion 
and the phrase itself a by-word, if, 
while every man was at liberty to pub- 
lish what he pleased, the public author- 
ities might nevertheless punish him for 
harmless publications.” 


Seeks Only to Protect Rights. 


The constitution does not assume 
to create new rights; it recognizes cer- 
tain rights already existing which it 
seeks to protect and perpetuate.

It is, therefore, necessary to ascertain

Holds Cited Case Not in Point. 


The case of Chinese association vs. 
Chinese Newspaper company, 13 Brit- | 
ish Columbia 141, cited by plaintiff as.

“When by the king’s command we 
were to give in our #pinion what was 
to be done in point of the regulation 
the press, we did all subscribe, that to 
print or publish any news, books or 
pamphlets of news whatsoever is ille- 
gal; that it is a manifest intent to the 
breach of the peace, and that they may 
be proceeded against by law for an ille- 
gal thing. Though the thing is not 
scandalous, yet it is illicit and without 
authority, and the author ought to be 
corrected for it.”

Libel Affects Only “Private 


In’ speaking of the last mentioned 
permissible restraint Patterson, pp. 6, 
says: 

hile the uddbrietions already men- 
tioned which are founded on blasphemy, 
immorality, and sedition show the 
boundaries of free speech and thought 
as affecting the public generally, there 
is a fourth limit, on the other hand, 
as affecting individuals, known under 
the head of libel or the inv aston of the 
reputation of private persons.” 

It. will thus be noticed that defama- 
tion or libel is that class of prohibited 
publications which affect only private 
persons. 

In determining, therefore, whether a 
Publication is libelous or not it is not 
sufficient to examine the character of 
the words written or printed, but it is 
necessary also to ascertain whom it af- 
fects. If it is concerning a private per- 
son, any words which affect him inju- 
riously, within the meaning of the law, 
is actionable. Not even the truth is a 
defense unless it is published with good 
motives-and justifiable ends. 


APPLIES LAW TO THIS CASE

It is admitted by plaintiff that they 
are not seditious. But if ic@7 are ut- 
terances affecting the public, and are

in fact, belong to that vast field of 
utterances affecting affairs 
which do not come within the narrow 
confines of sedition and, therefore, re- 
main free from any interference? 

An examination of some of the rea- 
sons which led to the distinction made 
by law between publications affecting 
the public and thuse af -cting private 
persons will be helpful in finding the 
answer to this question. 


Government for the Governed. 


In a free state every part of gov- 
ernment, 


the good of the governed and not for 
the governors. The governed, who 
‘constitute it, participate through their 
representatives in the whole machin- 
ery of government. The public busi- 
ness is the business of all the cit!- 
zens, and the officials having direct 
charge from time.to time are but their 
servants managing their affairs for 
their good. 

The worthy citizen takes an inter- 
est in these affairs as he does tn his 
personal matters, and holds his repre- 
sentatives strictly accountable for 
their stewardship. He retains the ab- 
solute right in common with the other 
citizens to change his servants. He 
comments, criticizés, censures, and 
praises, as he desires, to obtain service 
in conformity with his conception of 
public good, as well as to advise with 
the other citizens on the nevessity or 
desirability of a change. 

So long as he does that without 
advocating unlawful means or inciting 
a breach of the peace, he is not only 
within his absolute rights but he is 
performing a public duty.

a municipality can throw off its char- 
acter of a public governmental agen- 
cy. It has certain rights and obliga- 
tions in conection with specific under- 
takings which the legislature specially 
conferred upon it, instead of upon 
private corporations, which, because 
the undertaking may be carried on by 
a private individual or corporation, is, 
when carried on by a municipal cor- 
poration, regarded as not an exercise 
of a governmental function, and is gov- 
erned by the same rules of law which 


would govern private companies; but. 


the municipality remains a political, 
public body. 

Quite on the contrary, with reference 
to this private enterprise, the court 
holds: 

“ Though not an exercise of the 
powers of sovereignty, it is undoubted- 
ly a business which is public in its 
nature, and belongs to that class of} 
occupations or enterprises upon which 
a public interest is impressed.” 


Basis of Public Interest. 


It woulg therefore seem that this case 
carefully analyzed and applied to the 
case at bar is rather an authority for 
the proposition that! the right of citi- 
zens to freely comment upon public 
matters extends even to those enter- 
prises which, though undertaken by a 
municipality as a private function, be- 
come nevertheless impressed with a 
| public interest. 

The public interest follows not only 
from the public use, but, also, from 
the right to prevent waste, inefficiency 
and corruption in connection with its 
management by public officials. As 
counsel for defendant so well sug- 
gested, ‘the wider the scope those semi- 


private or quasi-public undertakings | 


assume, the greater becomes the oppor- 
tunity for waste, corruption, favoritism 
and political manipulation, and, there- 
fore, the more reason for the widest 
latitude for public criticism and com- 
ment. 


Isolation Hospital Case Cited, 


Inthe second case, People vs. Chi- 
cago, the city was fined for employing 
a woman in the isolation hospital in 
violation of. the woman’s ten hour law, 
which the statutes made specifically ap- 
plicable to public instifutions. The 
court held that the hospital was one 
of those enterprises which do not come 
within the governmental functions of 


{the city, and, therefore, that 


**In securing performance of specific 
duties imposed upon municipal cor- 
porations the state has the same power 
of coercion and the same method: of 


redress for nonperformance as in the. 


case of individuals. 


The opinion specifically holds that 
municipalities are governmental agen- 
cies. There is nothing in this case 
which in the remotest way suggests 
that under any circumstances could 
the interest of the citizen in the con- 
dition and management of the munici- 


'pality be lessened, or his right to freely 


speak of it abridged in the slightest de- 
by*reason of-the fact that the 
municipality has proprietary interests. 
It might be somewhat in point as in- | 
dicating that a municipality can be 
held to answer in an action for libel. 


CITY AGENCY OF STATE 


municipalities in Byrne vs. 
General Ry. Co., 169 IIL, 
Magruder says: | 

“The city is but an agency of the 
state and governs within its sphere 
for the state. In like manner, 
the government exercised by the city 
is exercised as an agency of the whole 
public and for all the people of the 
state. A municipal corporation, lke 
a’ state or county, is within its pre- 
scribed sphere a political power. 

“The city of Chicago, to the extent 
of the jurisdiction delegated to it by 
its charter, is but an effluence from 
tHe sovereignty of Illinois, governs 
for Illinois, and its authorized legisla- 
tion and local administration of law 
ars legislation and local administra- 
tion by Illinois through the agency of 
that municipality.” 

To the same effect was the holding 
ingChicago Railway vs. Chicago, 292 
Ill. 198. 


City’s Relation to Public. 


In its relation to the citizens who 
constitute it, and their right to take 
that interest in its affairs which is a 
prerogative of citizenship, a municipal- 
ity is never anything’ but a public 
political body. In the furtherance of 
the public good it may engage in 
certain private enterprises, but that 
can never be used as a shield to ward 
off adverse criticism, no matter how 
injurious, of the acts of its offielals, 
of the management of its affairs, of 
its financial condition or of anything 
which might tend to keep its citizens 
sufficiently informed to be able to 
guard against abuses. 

Municipalities have no character or 
reputation to defend. They exist to 
conserve order and advance the public 
good. They have power to make laws 
and provide penalties for their. dis- 
obedience. They levy taxes and ex- 
pend public revenue for the protection 
of the health, safety and morals of 
their citizens. 


Limitation Affects Cities. 


Chicago 
75, Judge 


These are attributes of government, 
,and no matter what else the legisla- 
| ture may empower them to do in the 
| public interest, the rule of law which 
limits restraint upon the freedom of 
speech and of the press applies with 
equal force to municipalities as to the 
state or any political subdivision 
thereof. 

This conclusion is inevitable whether 
you consider the reasons in support of 
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Speaking of the character of Hlinois |: 


the limitations of restraint on utter- 
ances affecting the public or those 
which support the greater inhibitions 
}permissible on the freedom of expres- 
sion affecting individuals. 

These reasons are admirably stated 
by Pattérson, page 9: 

“As a general rule, therefore, the 
protection of one’s character and repu- 
tation cnmes home to each more close- 
ly than any exercise of the right of): 
censure, denunciation and criticism of 
third parties; and hence, freedom of 
speech, if nothing else is involved, 
must give way to the desire of 
maintaining reputation. It is in every 
Way more salutary that he whose 
character libeled 
tected than that he who libels should 
be able to speak his mind freely. Bot 
are good, but if they clash and becom 
incompatible,. the better must be pre- 
ferred.” 

Here we find not only the reason for 
a different rule affecting private per- 
sons, which cannot possibly apply to 
municipalities or other governmental 
bodjes, but also a suggestion as to 
what should be the guiding considera- 
tion for the court in the application 
of the rule. He should balance good 
against good and prefer the better. 


VALUE OF PRESS TO WORLD 


Modern invention has brought the 
several parts of the world so closely 
together that the prosperity, well be- 
ing, and safety of every person is more 
or less affected by happenings in the 
remotest parts. There is need of so 
much kno ‘edge in our complicated 
social order tat, unless we were ad- 
vised by thos: who are expert in col- 
lecting inforination and disseminating 
it, we would be helpless. We would 
know nothing beyond our own imme- 
diate affairs. 


It is, therefore, not only a great 
privilege, but, to my mind, a positive 
moral duty of those who have the 
facility to keep a watchful eye and 
to give generous expression on all pub- 
lic matters, the knowledge of which 
few citizens could obtain even when 
personally seeking it. 


In days gone by, when knowledge on 
the part of the public was feared more 
than the plague, brave men risked 
their lives in the. performance of this 
public function; but, in our day, the 
press has almost entirely assumed this 
duty, which it performs with such 
marvelous speed and economy tliat for 
a mere trifle the poorest citizen has 
the collected information delivered to 
his door the very day of the happening 
of the events, no matter how distant 
from his home. 

World's Eyes and Ears. 

The press has become the eyes anc 
ears of the world, and, to a great ex- 
tent, its voice. It is the substance 


all its parts. It is the spokesman of 
the weak and the ome of the suf- 
fering. 


It tears.us away from our selfish- 
ness and moves us to acts of kindness 
and charity. It is the advocate con- 
stantly pleading before the bar of 
| public opinion. 


It holds up for review the acts of our 
officials and of those mey in high 
places who have it in their power to 
advance peace or endanger it. It is 
the force which unifies public senti- 
ment. 


Trade and commerce depend upon it. 
Authors, artists, musicians, scholars, 
amd inventors command a hearing 
through its columns. In politics it is 
our universal forum. 


But for it the acts of public bene 
factors would go unnoticed, impostors 


the unscrupulous demagogue. Knowl- 
edge of public matters would be 
‘hidden in the bosoms of those who 
make politics their personal business 
for gain or glorification. 

While not always unselfish, yet in 
every national crisis we find it con- 
stant and loyal, rendering service of 
inestimable value. 


PRESS ROLE IN WAR 


Observe the role it played.in our re 
cent national emergency. It was the 
advance agent of our treasury, and 
the rear guard of our army. It set us 
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to work upon the minute and told us 
when our several tasks were done. It 
informed every soldier when and 
where to report for duty and gave him 
his instruction with reference to it. 

It kept us in touch with our men 
in the fleld and carried messages of 
cheer and encouragement. It built up 
our spirits, aroused our determination, 
and finally had the honor of heralding 
in every household the joyous news of 
victory and peace. 


~ Service Results in Power. 


HM is only natural that the render: 
ing of such service should result in 
corresponding power; and power with- 
out the abuse of it is unfortynaiely 
rarely found. The press is no excep- 
tion. Economic interests often lead 
a great portion of the press to serve 
the commercial elements of the com- 
munity upon which it largely depends, 
to the detriment of the public. | 

But, fortunately, whilt the good the 
press is capable of rendering, if un- 
afraid, is without limit, the harm it 
can do has its own limitations. The 
press is dependent for its success, for 
its very existence, almost, upon public | 
confidence. It must cater to public | 
sentiment even as it labors to build it 
up. It cannot long indulge in false- 
hoods without suffering the loss 
that confidence from which alone 


comes its power, its prestige and its 
reward.

CITY POSITION BOOMERANG 


Plaintiff’s counsel’s own argument 
shows where the law which he con- 
tends for, if it were the law, would lead 
us to. 

“ Everything,” he says, “which af- 
fects the city in its finance or in its 
property must be treated by law the 
same as if it were spoken of or done 
against a private corporation. [If a 
libel would result in an increase of 1 
cent on the cost of pencils the city 
could maintain an action.” 

It is difficult to imagine a case of 
adverse criticism of a municipality 
which could not be shown to have af- 
fected it or its property in some re- 
mote way. Moreover, if plaintiff's po- 
sition is sound, does it not logically 
follow that criticism directed against'- 
the responsible officials of the city, 
which would result injuriously to the 
municipality, would give rise to a like 
cause of action on behalf of the city? 

To say that a citv is an unsafe place 
to live in because of the corruption 
or the inefficiency of the police depart- 
ment is almost certain to keep away 
prospective residents whose payment 
of taxes would otherwise enhance the 
city treasury. 


Other Matters Affect City. 


To say that the mayor of a city has 
no regard for contractual obligations 
would unquestionably keep men from 
bidding and contracting with the city 
on the same basis that they would if 
they were certain that they will have 
no trouble in enforcing the city’s obli- 
gations. To charge that bribe money 
must be paid in order to obtain a con- 
tract from the city would result in 
keeping responsible bidders away and 
increase the bids of those who would 
offer it. 

“To charge that political favorites are 
preferred in the 'ctting of contracts for 
improvements will keep away many 
more bidders than would a charge of 
insolvency. For, as a matter of fact, 
a municipality can¥ft be insolvent, in 
the sense in which that word is ordi- 
narily used. 

At any rate, a contractor desiring 
the work could readily ascertain how 
and when the money will be forth- 
coming to pay the obligations of the 
contract, but when favoritism governs 
the granting of contracts he knows, if 
he is not of the favored few, how use- 
less it is to bid for work. 

In short, almost anything unfavora- 
ble that could be said of the govern- 
ment or its officeholders is likely to 
affect the municipality financially, just 
as injuriously as the charges  Jaid 
against the defendant. 


MISCHIEF OUTWEIGHS GOOD. 


The case of Manchester vs. Williams, 
supra, was prosecuted on this very 
theory that the municipality was in- 
jured by a libel uron its officials. It 
is too evident to permit of doubt that, 
balancing good against good, the mis- 
chief which would flow from an. appli- 
cation of the rule which would permit 
the city to sue as a private person 
would overwhelmingly outweigh the 
penefit which could possibly come 
from it. 


Stripped of all the elaborate argu- 
ment, in the confusion of which the 
question for decision might look diffi- 
cult, the fact remains that, if this ac- 
tion is maintainable, then public offi- 
cials have in their power one of the 
most effective instruments with which 
to intimidate the press and to silence 
their enemies. It is a weapon to ‘be 
held over the head of every one who 
dares print or speak unfavorably of 
the men in power. 

There are men who, in the interest 
of public serv@éce, would not be terri- 
fied by criminal prosecution and im- 
prisonment. They would keep up the 
struggle against a corrupt government | 
even from the cell, if the instrument 
for conveying their thought would re- 


Success Would Destroy Papers. 


But the recovery of heavy damages 
in a civil action, or even the necessity 
of continually defending against such 
attempted recovery, would destroy the 
instrument itself, the newspaper.

BRITAIN AT THE 
CONFERENCE. 


The success of the conference on limitation of 
rmaments depends primarily, as we have pointed 
out before, on the willingness of the powers con- 
cerned to consider the viewpoint —_ legitimate 
~imterests of one another. 

This may be stated differently by saying that the 
Success of the conference depends upon its good 
will or upon the sincerity and vigor of its will to 
(@ntrive a basis upon which the great powers can 
Mve at peace in the world. 

Of'a general desire to be relieved of the crush- 
ing burden of armament there can be no dopbt. 
Of a general] desire to escape, so far as possible, 
the waste and inhumanity of war there can be 
no doubt. But general desires fali far short of 
practical results and remain futflely in the high 
air of aspiration, unless governments and their 
peoples try to look at the problems of adjustment. 
broadly and from the different of the 
parties concerned. 

Thus it is important, as we have seid before, 
that we in America and our representatives con- 
sider the needs of the nations with which we have 
the most diff€ult and vital relations. It is im- 
portant that we try to see how a patriotic Japanese 
must feel about the Pacific situation and how a 
patriotic Briton must feel about relations which 
touch us. We have tried to outline roughly the 
needs of Japan. What interests has. the British 
empire to profect and advance thin the limits 
of the coming conference? | | 


The first and most obvious of these is sea power. 
That is, the ability to insure the uninterrupted sub- 
sistence of an island population which does not sup- 
port itself, and the ability to keep up communica- 
tion with parts of the empire widely separated by 
seas, parts too small and weak to protect them- 
selves from attack by larger neighboring nations. 
The British empire, moreover, is a commercial 
organism and lives by foreign trade. It must 
‘therefore protect its trade and hente its freedom 
ef transport throughout the world. These con- 
siderations are and must be the foundation of 
British foreign policy, and we cannot expect Great. 
Britain to make concessions which threaten this 
foundation. 

The United States could exist, though less pros- 
perously, without. foreign trade. It is our happy 
fortune to be self-contained or rather self-contain- 
able. Of course, we should be seriously injured by 
‘a serious restriction of our trade expansion, and we 
do not intend to permit ourselves to be seriously 
‘restricted. But with England the influence of the 
foreign trade factor is not merely important, as 
with us, but paramount and essential. We may 
safely go farther in concession for the sake of 
peace and good relations than can British policy. 

With its incontiguous territory, its dominions in 
far distant parts of the world, with its dependence 
upon a world-wide commerce and its dependence 
for actual existence upon sea communication, the 
British situation is much more Baptable and 

hazardous than .ours. 

Jn the Pacific the empire is ondinaeead for the 
/ protection of Canada, Australasia and her con- 
siderable commitments in India and China. Her 
subjects in Canada and Australasia have the same 
interest as the American people in preventing an 
invasion of Japanese colonists, with whom our 
people can neither compete nor assimilate. So far 
as a militant policy on the part of Japan may 
threaten a decision by force against the will of the 
English speaking peoples under the British flag, 


British policy must keep company with our own. | 


Great Britain is also concerned, and more con- 
cerned probably than the United States, with a. 
possible development of Japanese hegemony in the 
Asiatic continent. That, if it followed an illiberal 
policy, might injure our trade interests in the Far 
East, and evéntually, though we think not probably, 
even involve the danger of Japanese aggression 
“upon our own shores. But British interests in 
Asia are more weighty than ours, at least at the 
present time, so that British policy ought to be not 
{nconsistent with our own lesser interest so far 
as it concerns itself with a menace of militant 
aggrandizement by Japan. 

* On the other hand, British diplomacy at the

from we do not know, and where it went 
to is also unknown. It swooped*down 


on the* United States and fouffld us un- 
prepared and almost unwarned, This 
anniversary week is a very good ae to 
pause and take inventory. 

The report of the United States cénsus 
office shows that the year 1918 has a 
mortality rate of 18.1 in the registration 
area, as compared with 14.3 in the pre- 
ceding year. If we go back just twenty 


| years before this epidemic, we find that 


the average death rate year by yéar of 
the decade preceding was higher than 
that of 1918. In the intervening twenty 
years we had grown so accustomed to 
better health that setting down in 1918 
in the midst of 1898 conditions shocked 
us almost beyond belief. 

What made matters seem so bad was 
the concentration of so much of the 1913 
sickness in September, October, and No- 
vember. Few of the dire prophecies 
made in 1918 have been fulfilled. In 1918 


| it was said that influenza begat con- 


sumption. Before June, 1919, the Buf- 
falo health department was out with 
Proof that the influenza epidemic had 
not increased the amount of consumption 
in that community. Since that time 
substantiation has come from every: di- 
rection. 


Never in the history of the world has. 


the decline in the consumption rate ap- 
proximated that of the last three years. 
When one develops consumption it is 
natural to blame it on an attack of in- 
fluenza if there has been one. 

There is no proof. In fact, there is 
some proof to the contrary. 

Many persons with heart disease charge 
their troubles to influenza. A study 
mace in Cincinnati soon after the epi- 
Gemic subsided seems to prove that there 
Was some increase in heart disease in 
the wake of the influenza, but as time 
has gone on there has come no support 
of the theory that influenza causes heart 
disease, 

Some people with Bright's disease lay 
their trouble to attacks of influenza. 
There is nbd proof that influenza causes 
disease. 

Of course, the neufasthenifes lay their 
troubles to influenza, but exaggerating 
their discomforts and blaming the other 
fellow are two foundation stones of their 
disorder. As a matter of fact there is 
no proof that influenza caused any or- 
ganic diseases from baldness to corns

On the other hand, the ~ death rates 
never have been so low as they have 
been since the influenza left us..

There was a 
small wave of influenza in 1920, and yet 
1920 had a death rate as low, or lower, 
than -1919. The 1921 rate so far is much 
lower than that. of 1920. ' No important 
group of diseases is more important than 
it was prior to the great influenza epi- 
demic of 1918.

A few years ago I was 
in Wenona, Ill., my old home town, and 
among other prospective buyers, I called 
on Mr. Thomas Sdéuthwell, who at that 
time’ was running a shoe store. In my 
selling talk I told Mr. Southwell that 
if there had been a fire extinguisher at 
hand at the time Mrs. O’Leary’s cow 
kicked the lamp over it might have 
saved the City of.Chicago. 

Mr. Southwell replied that 
O'’Leary’s cow did not kick the lamp 
over. ‘‘I know,” he said, “ for the rea- 
son that I was there. A bunch of us 
young folks, both boys and girls, were 
having a party, not far from Mrs. 
O'Leary's house. We boys had‘ plenty 
of beer. The girls wanted tea. There 
was plenty of tea in the house but no 
milk. One of the girls suggested that 
one of us go over to Mrs. O Leary’s and 
get some milk. Five or six of us boys 
went over. Mrs. O'Leary was in bed. 
It was about 9 p. m. She knew us, as 
we were all acquainted in the neighbor- 
hood, and said that all the evening milk 
had been sold, but we could go to the 
barn and have all the milk we could 
get from the cow and welcome. While 
some of the boys were trying: to milk 
others were striking matches. so that 
the milker could see. As the matches 
burned down they were dropped in the

back to the party Mrs. O'Leary's barn 
was in flames.’

The other factidn, led by Recon- 
struction Minister Rathenau, who held 
several conferences with M. Loucheur, 
French minister of the devastated re- 
gions, stood for a policy which the 
whole world applauded, of trying to 


- make friends with France. 


The Rathenau-Loucheur conferences, 
according to political circles, were hos- 
tile to the coalition, and they succeed- 
ed only in bringing about the aliena- 
tion of Great Britain. Today, when 
the results of the Upper Silesian parti- 
tion have upset the whole German po- 
litical and industrial balance, a cry

000 bu last week, the aggregate ®eing &.039.- 
000 bu, or 3,857,000 bu more than last year 
and 1,157,000 bu above the five year aver- 
age. The feature was the decerase of 1,039.- 
000 bu ‘corn, although the aggregate was 
6,205,000 bu, the largest at this time in 
over five years. Wheat receipte decreased 
340,000 bu. 

Primary receipts of grain decreased 5 086.- 
000 bu for the week, making an aggregate 
of 26,023,000 bu, or 2.530.000 bu more than 
the previous week and 950.000 bu above 
the average. The -big decreases were in 
wheat, corn, and oats. Corn receipts were 
the largest in over five years, oats the largest 
since 1918, and wheat the smallest since 
1917. The total receipts of all grains were 
the largest since 1918.

Last year farm reserves as given 
by the government bureau was 
477,000,000 bu. On the basis of 741,000,000 
bu of this year’s crop and a carry over of 
54,000,000 bu from the previous crop™ the 
report indicates that "47.3 per cent of the 
total supplies have left the farms during the 
first three months of the present crop year, 
compared with 36.6 per cent last year and 
49.7 per cent two years ago, when the re- 
serves were 514,800,000 bu. Farm reserves 
this year, with accumulations at the leading 
markets, as given by Bradstreet’s on Oct. 1, 
ageregated 478,000,000 bu, as compared with 
508,000,000 bu last year. 


A local statistician gives the movement of 
wheat from the farm for three months this 
year at 307,000,000 bu. On the basis of

LAUNDRY WORK AT HOME.

comes of drying clothes indoors and

Prussian blue is the most common 
form of bluing, but, as it is an iron

compound, which is decomposed by | 
alkalis, you will find your clothes spot- | 
ted with a fine rust unless you are'§ 
careful to rinse all soap from them) 
before putting them in the bluing: 
water. This is the cause of that fine 
yellow haze which gets on some 
clothes. 

Ultramarine is the ball bluing. 


It 


is really insoluble in water and is only | 


in a state of suspension, just scatter-. 
ing fine particles of blue through the | 


water, which are absorbed by the ma- 
terial. For this reason the water must 
be stirred constantly while the clothes 
are in it. Although it is an iron com- 
pound, it does not give off iron rust 
through the actions of alkalis. 

Aniline blue is a real dye, and can 


ess or a real bleach, such as titanous 
chloride. It gives the best color, but 
must be used carefully. 

If you get too much bluing or it Is 
streaked, sometimes a simple boiling 
will remove it, or soaking in fairly 
strong ammonia solution. But usually 
ft is necessary to boil with a dilute 
acid or alkali. 


Starching. 

Botled starches may have a lIittle 
bluing added if you wish. Be sure 
that the etarch boils ten minutes, as 
this is the real secret of preventing its 
sticking to the iron. Botled starches 
are preferable for everything but ool- 
lars and cuffs. Always make the starch 
of soft water if possible.

Mineral] acids have quick effect on 
cotton. Sulphuric destroys the fiber 
almost immediately. Organic acids 
have little effect unleas they are al- 
lowed to dry in and are 
ironed. Alkalis, if diluted, are all 
right, even in boiling. But’ concen- 
trated solutions of caustic weaken the 
cloth in time. Do not use either too 
much or too strong alkali. Experti- 
ments show that the habitual use of 
a hot solution, even when weak, has 
a destructive force on fibers of linen. 
and cotton, and more so on! wool and 
silk. It is a common tendency to use 
too much soda in laundry as it econo 
mizes soap and makes the water softer 
and seems to make the washing easier. 
Avold all washing powders you do not 
make yourself.

Dilute acids have little effect on 
wool, but concentrated acids eat it up 
entirely. Alkalis are bad—even weak 
solutions, say 5 per cent at the boil- 
ing point, will dissolve the fiber.

Because Edna Ferber is a “ popular” writer many read- 
ers are going to think “ The Girls” is only a popular novel. 
But the honest critic who reads it will feel its reality, 
its proud fineness. 

Because Edna Ferber is too real a person herself to yerp 
when things go wrong, her book doesn’t yerp. 

It might have been dour. It might have been full of 
sobs. It is, however, so amusing that even the lazy reader 
will like it. Jt is a Chicago story, of the days when Char- 
lotte Thrift’s lover marched off to the civil war and.of the 
days when Charley Kemp’s lover went, unwillingly, to the 
great war and Lottie Payson went willingly and returned 
proudly.. It is—-but when you read it you will proclaim 
your own enthusiasm for a piece of honest, simple, good 


work.

But 
mumys kill adults. Mr. Tarkington is in a bad 
crisis of bad play writing, and we can tremble a bit 
for his talent. 

Helen Hayes, the delicious youngster of “ Bab,” 
is the wren of the title.

Musical Programs 
Are Important in 
the Film Houses

NE of the items in a recent cargo 
of news concerning the Chicago 
Symphony orchestra brought up 
an important, if lately developed, 
part that theaters of the flickering films 
are playing in musica] affairs. The 
item was a brief one, merely stating 
that Jacques Gordon, the new concert 
master of the orchestra, been oc- 
cupying the first chair of the violins 

in thé Capitol theater of New York. 
More and more are the majer movie 
houses going in for elaborate . music, 
More and more does the tendency give 


orchestras {in making up their contracts 
for a new season. The movie houses 
want music and are willing to pay for 
it. The orchestral managers must 
compete to keep up their own stand- 
ards. Consequently, there is a distinct 
atmosphere of cheerfulness among the 
players, who are thereby enabled to 
vend their sérvices at any time and 
very neafly at any place they desire. 

There are some whose personal pref- 
erences for their own m stand- 
ards cause them to accept financial 
sacrifice in order that standards may 
be maintained. Mr. Gordon, it is be- 
lieved, classifies among that order. The 
majority of players have the none too 
astonishing theory that the best salary 
is desirable. a 


Casual journeys among the homes of 
celluloid have brought to attention the 
Tivoli, the Roosevelt, the Riviera, the 
Pantheon, the Howard, and the Senate, 
to select at random a few names out of 
the scores appearing in the advertis- 
ing columns. 

Here, as perhaps in some of the 
others, one finds orchestras of forty 
pieces or thereabouts, frequently uni- 
formed, generally alert, and always a 
distinct part.of the entertainment. 
There is a pause to attract attention, 
the conductor steps out of a side door, 
grasps his baton in the full glory of 
the spotlight, and the music begins. 

Generally it is a standardized over- 
‘ture that is played as a prelude. One 
impresario of the movies says that his 
orders to his musical] forces are to play 
'nothing that is not found in the rec- 
| ords and rolls. It is sound psychology. 
| Audiences always react. to. music that 
‘they know well, and frequently do not 


'to the unfamiliar. 


Since film shows must move on @& 
‘rigid and unrelenting time schedule, 
there are no encores, but there is al- 
ways applause. Well there may be, 
for most of the orchestras play with 
‘great gusto. The overture, however, is 
only a small part of their duties. . 

The progress of the picture is accom- 
panied by appropriate musi¢, and in 
the selection thereof the imagination 
of the musical director has a chance. 
I have heard bits of Beethoven sym- 
phonies, cullings from Tschaikowsky 
and numerous other 
phonists, protracted excerpts from the 
operas, and not the barrel organ operas 
either. 

Curiously enough, there is not a 
great. amount of popular music. That 
is left to the organist. For, since 
orchestras may not play indefinitely 
without a chance to breathe, at a given

HE blight which. has ringed Chicago with desolation, theatrically, reached 
into town last night and sent three entertainments into the silences. 
From the Olympic “ The Broken Wing ” departed to thrill no more audi- 
ences for the present, and its crashing airplane will gather dust in some 

mournful storehouse. “The Detour” left the Central, headed for undeserved 

oblivioh, and at the Great Northern “Honeydew” said an untimely farewell 

tg the strains of Mr. Zimbalist’s pleasant music. 2 


It was our first experience of the current sorrows of the showmen, for 
though many plays have fallen by the wayside elsewhere, we have bee patro- 
nizing the theater and providing the one refuge in a 
the general disaster. One refuge is not enough . 
for all, however. Plays, like the Wandering Jew, 
must travel or perish, and the owners of the three 
that have left us, surveying the generally unprof- 
itable state of things, decided to let ’em die. 

“ Honeydew” was to have gone to Cleveland— 
indeed, was advertised there. But something hap- 
pened, and the story is that the players, offered 
their choice of accepting a cut in salary or quitting 
altogether, voted to quit. This reversed the estab- 
lished order of things, for it is a tradition that many 
shows win prestige but no profits in New York and 
make their‘money elsewhere. “ Honeydew” pros- 
pered at the New York Casino, but languished when 
it left Broadway. 
| That-“ The Broken Wing” should be withdrawn 
is strange, for this was melodrama of the sure-fire 
sort, repiete With the surprises and excitements that in “Honore 
ordinarily mean wide popularity. A safe venture, - at the Le Salle 
you would think—taking “The Broken Wing” from town to town in the 
middle west. But those who know best say the box offices outside Chicago 
are desert places, with shekels scarce as the proverbial hen’s teeth. 


“The Detour's” demise is cause for genuine regret. Here was a fine, 
simple, honest play, ably acted by people who know how. You will go far 
to find anything better in the theater than Augustin Duncan's characteriza- 
tion of the dull farmer in the piece. This was in every detail a capital per- 
formance: realism at its best. An evening at the Centra) last week was an 
evening of delight.. But nobody cared, and now the playhouse is dark. 


Where was the Drama league when “The Detour” was here? Where 
were the uplifters who want better things on the stage and neglect them 
when they arrive? Where were the zealots who rail at the public because it 
will not support “little theaters,” but who themselves will support nothing? 
A few more plays like “ The Detour” and the American drama will be better 
off, even if some of the amgteurs have to forego their own adventures in

To the list of pfoducing managers who have expressed themselves, by 
word or deed, as favoring a return to normalcy in theate ces must now 
be added the name of Charles Dillingham, known in Chicago thus far this sea- 
son as the proprietor of the most expensive show in town. -Me, Dillingham 
still clings to the peak of local box office rates with “ Tip-Top,” @t the Colonial, 
but he atones for it by bringing Barney Bernard to the Olymipie tonight at 
the good old price of $2 for the best seat in the house. Except for the exper!i- 
mental price cutting made on behalf of “ The Broken Wing” in the middie 
of its engagement, this is the lowest figure we have encountered in recent 
months. 

It is, nevertheless, a genuine harbinger of easier times, if the showmeén 
are to be believed. The movement toward lower prices is not yet genera), 

but reductions are being made here and there about 
the country, and . Ziegfeld, Mr* Morosco, Mr. 
Harris, and some rs have admitted, in print, 
that $4, $4.50, and $6 is no longer the right amount 
to charge for a theater ticket. 

In some cases the managers have éncountered 
@ quaint dilemma. They have reduced their box 

office rates, only to find that it has hurt their busi- 
ness instead of helping it. This they fain by the 
theory that the public has becéme aégustommed to 
high prices and has accepted them as labels of 
merit, assuming that a $4 show must, in the nature 
of things, be better than one priced at $2.50. The 
theory may be wrong, but it has had something to 
do with the delay in getting back to pre-war levels. 
In Chicago it is no secret that the chief ob- 
stacle to more economical playgoing ig that amaz- 
ing captain of industry, Miss Florence Couthoui, 
in “Two Blocks Away” under whose auspices theater tickets are sdld in 
at the Olympic. most of the downtown hotels. Miss Couthout is a 
modest genius who has quietly built up what is virtually a monopoly in this 
particular trade, and she is a power to be reckoned with by any manager 
who brings a play into Chicago. ; 

She is no scafper in the old-fashioned sense, for she sells at box-office 
prices, receiving her commission from the theafers and no from her patrons. 
Thus she performs a genuine service, and in some quaBters she has been 
hailed as the first broker who has really solved the vexatious scalping 
problem. 

But Miss Couthoui has taken an uncompromising stand against reducing 
the cost of theatergoing, and her insistence has added considerably to the 
priee of tickets hereabouts. In several instances, when successful plays have 
come to town, she has protested to the managers that they were not charging 
enough. Some of the managers have refused to listen, but some have allowed 
‘themselves to be persuaded. At one theatér, it is sald, a complete set of 
tickets had been printed before Miss Couthoul held her conference with 
the producer of the scheduled entertainment. After the c@mference the first 
tickets were thrown away and an order for a new set, bearing higher 
prices, was rushed to the printer.

But the principal ’ of the story 
was still untold, an@ Mr. Martin was 
forthwith instructed to write a com- 
plete biography of the prince consort. 
Mr. Martin labored for fourteen years.

NEW idea in the problems of hog sanftation has been recently worked 
out among farmers of McLean county, Illinois. It has already saved 


thousands of pounds of pork for the hog men in that country, and will | edaddis uh thee 
mean millions of pounds of pork and thousands of dollars to the farmers wove 


of the hog belt in the middle west as soon as the McLean county system of 
hog sanitation is once generally known and put into practice. 

After all of the study that has been made in trying to learn the cheapest 
way of producing pork, McLean county hog men found that they were still 
overlooking one of their most important jobs—sanitation. Like many others, 
they had been interested in prices and had not been giving enough attention 
to keeping their hogs out of mud holes and reducing the number of runts to 
the minimum by fighting diseases and pests. — \ 

Realizing that sanitation is one of the most important phases of efficient 
production, farmers in McLean county began a campaign against the round 
worm, which, they believe, causes twice as much loss among their hogs as all 
the other swine maladies put together, hog cholera and mixed infection in- 
cluded. Three years ago a group of McLean county farmers, aided by their 
local farm bureau, started the handling of their pig crops under-the system 
that is now being used successfully by twenty farmers in that county.

dental irregularities, but the visible 
manifestation of forces which extend 
to. the core of the sun itself. Sun 
spots, no matter how scattered, are all 
connected in one great scheme, the 
purpose of which is to bring the va- 
rious layers of the sun into unified 
stability. 

On Jupiter, itself a sort of semi-sun, 
we find the process of world building 
in a more advanced stage. Here the 
spot zones of the sun are multiplied 
into well deefined belts. A _ certain 
spot appeared on Jupiter about thirty 
years ago and has continued to be 
visible ever since. It was a bright red 
color when discovered, and, although 
now faded yellow, is still called “ the 
great red spot.” It has the appearance 
of a solid floating isalnd in a sea of 
dense gas.

The rule is for coast lines, deeps, 
mountains, and often even rivers to 
follow the ares of great circles about 
the globe.

OMORROW evening the “ Insti- 
tute for Church Workers” will 
open for the first session of the 
fall term at the University of 
Chicago. Dean Shailer Matthews of 
the divinity school—under whose au- 
spices the institute is held—-announces 
practical courses in Bible study, -reli- 
gious education, and recreational activ- 
itles to be given at two periods every 
Monday evening from Oct. 17 to Dec.

The 7:30 o'clock class work period 
offers three courses for church work- 
ers: “Paul, a Pioneer in Christian 
Living and Christian Service,” given 
b¥ the Rev. Dean Matthews; “ Re- 
ligious Development in Childhood and 
Adolescence,”’ by Prof. Joseph M. Art- 
man, and “ Bible Stories in Religious 
Education,” by Miss Georgia L. Cham- 
berlin. 

The lecture‘and class work period at 

$215 o’clock will include a course on

On Oct. 5, in THe TRIBUNE Memory 
Test célumn, the question, “ How many 
books in the Old Testament of the 
Bible, and in what three divisions are 
they classified?” was answers as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘ Twenty-four books in the Old 
Testament; the Law five (5), the 
Prophets eight (8), and the Writings 
eleven (11).” 

‘A number of readers have taken ex- 
ception to this answer, stating that the 
number of books should be thirty-nine 
instead of tweniy-four. 

The authority for considering the 
Old Testament as composed of twenty- 
four books is the article “‘ Canon of the 
Old Testament” in Hasting’s Diction- 
ary of the Bible, an authoritative work 
published by Charles §Scribner’s Sons, 
New York, in 1914. The article was 
written and signed by the Rev. D. M. 
Kay, M. A., D. D., professor of Hebrew 
in the University of St. Andrew's, Scot- 
hand. 

The books of the Old Testament and 


their classification, as given by the 
Rev. Mr. Kay and as accepted by 
Biblical scholars throughout the world, 
are the Law five books—Genesis, Ex- 
odus, Leviticus, Numbers, and Deuter- 
onomy; the Prophets eight books— 
Joshua, Judges, Samuel, Kings, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the twelve mi- 
nor prophets considered as one book; 


the Writings eleven books—Psalms, 


Proverbs, Job, Canticles, Ruth, Lamen- 
tations, Ecclesiastes, Esther, Ezra- 
Nehemiah, Daniel, and Chronicles. 


An old fashioned country fair and 
bazaar will be held by the members of 
St. Lucy’s Roman Catholic church in 
the school auditorium at Mayfield and 
Lake streets, Austin, for one week be- 
ginning Saturday.
